ORDER 

New Delhi, ihr. Srd July 1958 

G.S.R. 567. —Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that it is neces¬ 
sary so to do for controlling the price of paddy in the State of Punjab; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of sub-section 
(2) section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1966), the Central 
Government hereby makea the following Order, namely;— 

1. Short Title, Extent and Commencement. —(1) This Order may be called the 
Paddy (Punjab) Price Control Order, 1968. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Punjab. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Maximum prices at which specified varieties of paddy may be sold.— (1) 

The maximum prices at which the varieties of paddy specified in column (1) of 
Schedule I to Ihis Order may bo sold in wholesale quantities in any locality in the 
State of Punjab shall be as specified in the corresponding entries in column (2) of 
the said Schedule. 

(2) For the purposes of sub-clausc (1)— 

(a) the price specified is exclusive of the cost of gunny bags; 

(b) a maund Is equivalent in weight to 82-2/7 lbs.; 

(c) “sale in wholesale quantities” means sale In quantities exceeding ten 

maund.s in any ono transaction; 

(d) the price specified is for fair average quality; for paddy below the fair 

average quality, the maximum prices shall be determined by reduc¬ 
ing thei prices specified in Schedule I by the amounts of cuts indicated 
in Schedule H. 

Explanation.—{!) Pair average quality of .Thona paddy and P.asmati paddy 
shall comprise sound, dry grains, shall be clean and free from damp, musty or 
obnoxious odour and off-coloured grains. 

(2) Jhona paddy and Basmati paddy shall be considered dry when the loss in 
the sample exposed to Sun for one hour in summer and two hours jn winter does 
not exceed four chhataks per maund.
